The Speed of Railway Caiis.— Many 
of the accidents which happen to persons at- 
tempting lo cross railroads are the result of 
ignorance of the. velocity of the iron horse 
when fairly under way. A writer in the 
Hartford Courant give* some inleresdng facts, 
winch it may be well to bear in rainuV- 

"Jt seems almost incredible, that as we 
glide smoothly along, ibe elegant furnished car 
moves nearly twice its own length in a second 
of tune— about screnly-four feet. At this 
velocity we find that the locomotive driv- 
ing wheels, six feet in diameter, made four re 
volutions per second. It ,i uo idle piston rod 

that traverses the cylinder tbus eight times 
per second. 

"If a man with a horse and carriage, upon 
an unimportant public road in a country town, 
should approach and cross the track at aspeed 
of sixteen miles per hour,which would be cross- 
ing rapidly, an express train approaching at 
the moment would move towards him two hun- 
dred and fifty seven feet while he was in ibe 
act of crossing a distance barely sufficient lo 
clear the horse and vehicle. If the horse was 
moving at a rate no faiter iban a walk, as the 
track is usually crossed the train would move 
towards him, while in the act of croniug 
more than five hundred feet. This fact ac- 
counts for the maoy accidents at such points 
The person driving thinks be may cross be- 
cause the train is a few rods distance. 

How compares the highspeed of the train 
with the velocity of sound ? When the wiiis- 
tie is opened at the eight rod « wbistle post' 
the tram mil advauce near one hundred feet 
before ibe sound of tho whistle traverses to 
and is hear at the crossing. The velocity ex- 
ceeds the flight of many of our birds, lir.
